Newport,  New  Hampshire 
Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Town  of  Newport,  accompanied  by  the  Annual  School  Report  of  the 
Newport  School  System. 

1965  saw  continued  progress  in  several  major  fields  of  endeavor: 

1.  One  sewage  disposal  site  has  been  acquired,  and  a  second  is 
under  option.  An  application  has  been  filed  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, per  vote  of  the  Town  in  1965,  to  obtain  an  interest-free  loan  to 
pay  for  final  plans  and  specifications  for  our  sewage  disposal  system. 

2.  A  preliminary  report  on  the  Newport  Water  System  has  been 
received  from  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee.  A  well  in  the  Pollards  Mills 
area  has  been  in  use  during  the  summer  of  1965,  and  has  supplied  the 
major  portion  of  the  water  for  Newport.  This  well  has  now  been  ac- 
quired by  the  Town.  The  voters  are  being  requested  to  vote  on  recom- 
mended improvements  under  a  Special  Article  which  is  carried  in  the 
1966  Warrant. 

3.  Planning  on  the  Small  Watershed  Program  for  the  Sugar  River 
watershed  has  been  continued  although  progress  was  somewhat  slowed, 
because  of  continuing  discussion  on  the  Claremont  dam. 

I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  many  persons,  serving  volun- 
tarily, on  boards,  committees  and  as  individuals.  The  many  hours  of 
dedicated  service  on  a  variety  of  subjects  now  under  study  are  begin- 
ning to  bear  fruitful  results.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen 
for  their  support  throughout  the  year.

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TOWN  WARRANT 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Armory  on 
Belknap  Avenue  in  said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
March  next  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  to 
elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Committees 
necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the 
Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the  Town 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  on 
1966  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget 
which  include  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations: 

(A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  assistance  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission  in  appraising  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
Town  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($7,500)  as  partial  payment  thereof. 
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(B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500)  for  the  purchase  of 
certain  land  in  Newport  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  new  Town 
Dump  site  and  in  addition  thereto  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000  for  site  preparation. 

(C)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lease  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  the  Armory  Building  for  a  period  of  one  year  at  a  monthly 
rental  of  $100.00  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  for 
the  same  and  in  addition  thereto  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Armory  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Sub- 
mitted without  recommendation  of  Budget  Committee) 

(D)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
file  in  behalf  of  the  Town  an  application  and  to  do  whatever  else  may 
be  required  to  obtain  an  advance  to  be  made  by  the  United  States  to 
the  Town  of  Newport  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of  final  plans  and 
specifications  for  improvements  to  the  vi^ater  supply,  storage  and  dis- 
tribution systems. 

(E)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  expansion  and 
improvement  of  the  water  system,  including  an  additional  water  supply, 
storage  tank  and  improvements  to  the  water  distribution  system,  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $450,000,  (in  addition  to  any  Federal 
funds  available  therefor),  determine  how  any  such  appropriation  shall 
be  raised,  by  taxation,  transfer  of  available  funds  or  borrowing,  and  if 
by  borrowing  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  and 
take  such  other  and  further  action  in  connection  with  the  foregoing 
matters  as  may  be  determined  upon. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  negotiate  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Armory  Building  subject  to  further  approval  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 


(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and 
shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Increased  Police  Department  coverage  was  provided  in  1965  over 
previous  years  as  follows: 

1.  A  full  complement  of  6  regular  officers  was  available. 

2.  An  additional  officer  was  provided  during  the  summer  months 
to  compensate  for  persons  on  vacation. 

3.  Special  Police  were  provided  to  man  the  desk  at  headquarters 
during  the  evenings  in  July,  August  and  a  part  of  September,  thus 
relieving  a  regular  officer  for  other  duty. 

4.  An  additional  vehicle  (the  Town  Nurse's  car)  was  used  by  the 
Police  on  weekends,  thus  providing  greater  cruiser  coverage. 

It  is  proposed  that  this  additional  coverage  will  continue  in  1966, 
and  additional  funds  are  being  requested  for  this  purpose. 

Other  operations  within  the  Department  appeared  to  be  normal, 
although  the  following  statistics  indicate  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  complaints  received,  as  well  as  traffic  accidents  investigated. 
The  only  apparent  trend  is  that  each  year  there  are  more  vehicles  and 
more  new  drivers  on  our  highways,  and  it  is,  therefore,  inevitable  that 
these  statistics  will  continue  to  increase.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

The  department  answered  a  total  of  132  calls  during  the  year,  as 
compared  to  125  in  1964.  There  were  eight  bell  alarms,  12  out-of-town 
calls  and  112  still  alarms. 

The  estimated  insured  value  of  property  was  $41,500,  and  estimated 
insurance  paid  was  $21,500.  These  figures  are  exclusive  of  the  Newport 
House  fire  which  occurred  Christmas  night.  It  was  the  worst  fire  in 
several  years,  and  was  fought  13  hours  by  the  department  assisted  by 
Claremont  and  Sunapee  firemen  before  it  was  controlled. 

In  1965,  for  the  first  time,  an  all-day  training  school  was  conducted 
under  actual  conditions,  oil  pit  fire,  building  fire,  etc.  This  was  very 
successful  and  will  be  repeated  in  1966  as  a  part  of  the  training 
program. 

At  present,  all  fire  fighting  equipment  is  in  good  condition,  and  all 
men  are  well  trained  and  have  showed  efficiency  at  all  times.  Some 
repair  inside  the  station  is  badly  needed,  since  there  were  no  repairs 
in  1965. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  Fire  Chief  Herbert  Wright 
who  retired  Dec.  1,  1965,  after  more  than  50  years  of  faithful  and 
efficient  service  in  the  department.  It  was  an  honor  to  serve  under 
him,  and  to  benefit  from  his  experience. 

To  the  men  of  the  department,  my  deepest  appreciation  for  their 
cooperation  at  all  times,  for  their  prompt  response  in  all  emergencies 
and,  most  especially,  for  their  efficiency  at  the  Newport  House  fire, 
efficiency  which  prevented  loss  of  life,  injuries  and  damage  to  sur- 
rounding property.

WATER 

In  1965  a  considerable  amount  of  construction  was  performed. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  major  accomplishments:

640  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  —  Unity  Road 
140  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  —  Elm  Street 
390  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  —  North  Main  Street 
900  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  —  Maple  Street  Extension 

In  addition  to  the  mains  listed  above,  the  following  mains  were 
installed  by  the  Developer  on  Country  Club  Estates  on  Unity  Road: 

1,080  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  —  Country  Club  Drive 
760  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  —  Fairway  Avenue

The  preliminary  study  of  the  entire  Newport  Water  System  was 
received  from  our  engineering  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  in 
June  of  1965.  This  represents  a  very  complete  and  comprehensive 
study  in  which  recommendations  are  made  for  an  overall  program 
which  will  total  $837,000.  This  vnll  provide  for  a  new  well  and  pump- 
ing station,  a  2,500,000  gallon  storage  tank,  work  to  rehabilitate  the 
gatehouse  and  chlorination  facilities  near  Oilman  Pond,  considerable 
additional  water  main  installations  and  a  complete  metering  of  all 
water  services  in  Town.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning 
Board  join  in  recommending  approval  of  this  overall  project.    It  will 
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be  financed  strictly  from  income,  specifically  an  increase  in  water  rates 
of  approximately  50%. 

During  the  summer  of  1965  a  temporary  well  in  the  Pollards  Mills 
area  was  in  operation,  and  had  it  not  been  for  this  temporary  well,  the 
Town  of  Newport  conceivably  could  have  been  without  water.  This 
well  has  now  been  acquired  from  the  previous  owners  and  will  become 
part  of  the  overall  project  later  on.  In  the  meantime,  it  can  and  will 
be  used  to  augment  the  Town  water  supply  system. 


SEWER 

The  following  is  a  list  of  work  done  by  the  Sewer  Department 
during  1965:

In  addition  to  the  above,  action  was  taken  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  9  in  the  1965  Warrant  as  follows: 

a.  An  application  for  final  plans  and  specifications  has  been  filed 
with  the  Federal  Government  for  the  complete  sewage  disposal  system. 

b.  Land  has  been  acquired  for  one  sewage  disposal  site  through 
eminent  domain  proceedings,  and  the  remaining  land  is  under  option. 

c.  The  John  Sargeant  and  John  Walker  properties  at  Gilman  Pond 
have  been  acquired. 
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CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 


Due  to  the  drought  during  the  last  three  summers,  we  lost  a  lot  of 
grass  in  our  cemeteries.  To  try  and  get  the  grass  back  to  its  healthy 
condition,  we  embarked  on  a  program  of  "Thatching,  Feeding  and  Re- 
seeding"  that  has  proved  successful.  In  1965  we  finished  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery  and  part  of  North  Newport  Cemetery.  We  intend  to  finish 
the  North  Newport  Cemetery  this  coming  summer. 

We  started  to  grade  and  seed  Section  1  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery, 
but  were  forced  to  stop  due  to  the  cold  weather.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  usual  spring  calcium  chloride  treatment  of  outlying  gravel 
roads  was  again  continued  in  1965,  as  this  appears  to  be  the  most 
effective  method  of  treating  such  highways. 

Town  road  aid  funds  were  used  on  a  portion  of  Maple  Street  from 
South  Main  Street  as  far  up  as  Cross  Street.  This  was  a  complete  re- 
surfacing job.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  1966  this  work  can  be  continued 
up  Maple  Street,  to  East  Mountain. 

The  northwest  area  of  Town,  which  has  been  scheduled  for  re- 
surfacing, was  delayed  in  1964  because  of  inability  to  obtain  appropriate 
bids  for  the  work.  This  meant  an  accumulation  in  1965  of  funds,  which 
were  used  to  do  the  equivalent  of  two  year's  work  in  that  area.  These 
streets  were  widened,  straightened  and  resurfaced  in  1965.  They  were 
as  follows: 

Court  Street  Middle  Street 

Myrtle  Street  Green  Road 

Pleasant  Street  Syndicate  Street 

Summit  Road 

In  addition  to  the  above  work  which  was  done  partially  by  Town 
crews  and  partially  by  contract,  the  following  roads  received  a  blacktop 
treatment,  the  work  being  done  by  Town  crews.  These  streets  were 
as  follows:

Other  normal  operations  during  1965  were  the  cleaning  of  catch 
basins,  repairing  some  which  were  broken,  brush  cutting  in  many  areas 
and  just  plain  normal  maintenance.  We  also  tarred  and  sealed  approxi- 
mately 5  miles  of  roads  in  the  outlying  areas  of  Town. 

The  winter  operations  in  1965  can  be  considered  normal,  although 
the  rather  small  amount  of  snow  did  call  for  an  increased  use  of  salt 
to  try  to  eliminate  the  icy  conditions.  There  were  also  several  sections 
in  Town  where  the  sidewalks  were  resurfaced  with  blacktop.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Town  Manager,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  People  of  the  Town  of  Newport: 

On  November  1,  1965  I  completed  8  years  as  your  Town  nurse. 

In  summarizing  my  work  for  1965  there  were  many  pleasant 
memories  and  needless  to  say,  there  were  some  sad  ones  also. 

My  duties  prove  more  interesting  and  challenging  as  the  years  go 
by.  These  include  nursing,  social  service,  surplus  foods  distribution, 
child  and  infant  welfare,  clinics  for  preventive  medicine  and  the  blood 
bank.  The  niunber  of  home  visits  for  medical  care  were  1414,  for 
social  service  1000,  child  welfare  500,  clinics  6,  and  blood  banks  3. 
Fees  collected  were  $1,017.00. 

The  year  1966,  with  Medicare  in  view,  many  hours  will  be  spent  in 
advising  those  over  65  of  the  changes  in  law  and  how  to  gain  their 
benefits.  Keeping  well  informed  of  this  will  be  one  of  my  goals  in 
order  that  those  here  will  be  rightly  advised. 

The  polio  clinics  will  be  continued  as  will  all  the  services  I  have 
been  rendering  in  past  years.

NEWPORT  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


During  1965  patient  statistics  were  as  follows:  Patient  days  -  6,695, 
Admissions  -  979,  Births  -  107,  Operations  -  924,  X-ray  exams  -  2,449, 
Lab.  exams  -  12,301,  Outpatients  treated  -  4,405.  The  average  census 
was  18.3  as  compared  with  18.7  for  the  last  year. 

We  received  $9,035.00  from  the  Hospital  Aid  which  was  used  to 
purchase  an  Autoclave,  Oxygen  Tent  and  a  Positive  Pressure  Respirator. 

A  new  salary  schedule  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
try  to  bring  our  "dedicated  Nursing  Personnel"  salaries  in  line  with 
other  hospitals. 

In  December  1965,  six  of  our  Practical  Nurses  passed  an  exam 
given  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Nursing  Education  and 
Nurse  Registration  at  Concord,  which  permits  them  to  become  a  Li- 
censed Practical  Nurse  by  waiver,  and  to  receive  a  higher  salary  in 
accordance  with  our  wage  scale.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 


1965  was  another  year  of  solid  growth  for  the  Richards  Public 
Library.  Total  circulation  increased  by  a  little  more  than  800.  Analy- 
sis shows  a  gain  of  more  than  1600  in  use  by  adult  borrowers,  and  more 
than  1000  by  children  below  the  sixth  grade.  The  number  of  books 
available  in  the  school  library  has  been  increasing,  and  use  of  the 
public  library  by  high  school  students  for  school  work  accordingly 
showed  a  slight  decrease.  This  is  a  healthy,  balanced  condition  in  the 
town:  the  public  library  is  for  the  use  of  all  groups,  and  should  sup- 
plement, not  take  the  place  of,  a  good  school  library. 

Total  Richards  Library  circulation  (including  circulation  of  records, 
which  also  showed  an  increase)  was  39,101  in  1965,  which  means  an 
average  of  more  than  127  items  checked  out  each  day,  or  7.18  items  per 
year  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  Newport's  population. 

During  the  year,  there  were  special  programs  conducted  for  the 
Project  Headstart  children,  for  the  two  kindergartens,  for  all  first 
graders,  for  ninth  graders  studying  a  library  project,  for  the  High 
School  Honor  Society,  and  for  graduating  seniors  not  planning  to  con- 
tinue on  to  college.  There  were  exhibits  of  school  art  in  the  winter 
months,  and  exhibits  by  outside  artists  in  the  summer.  The  Friends 
of  the  Library  again  sponsored  a  highly  successful  series  of  book  re- 
views by  Mrs.  Marion  Rudkin,  the  summer  Reading-for-Fun  program 
for  children,  the  Library  Festival,  and  the  Sarah  Josepha  Hale  Award. 
Various  community  organizations  used  the  library  for  meetings:  these 
included  a  series  of  philosophical  lectures  sponsored  by  the  Unitarian- 
Universalist  Society,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  donated  to  the  library. 

The  Library  and  Trustees  are  grateful  indeed  for  gifts  of  books, 
money,  time  and  service  from  individuals  and  organizations.  The 
Rotary  Club,  the  Junior  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary have  been  especially  helpful. 
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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Civil  Defense  in  Newport  progressed  quite  well  during  the  year  of 
1965.  The  administrative  roster  gained  two  members  in  William  F. 
Tracey  as  Deputy  and  Mrs.  Harris  Nichols  as  women's  chairman. 

The  ambulance  attended  the  local  football  games  as  an  emergency 
vehicle  and  also  went  to  some  of  the  fire  alarms.  This  has  been  a 
policy  of  the  Emergency  Squad  for  some  time. 

The  money  which  had  been  allocated  for  a  garage  for  the  am- 
bulance was  diverted  to  the  Police  during  the  emergency  conditions 
which  were  caused  by  the  riots  and  other  disturbances.  This  was  used 
to  buy  riot  control  equipment  for  the  Auxiliary  Police,  such  as  clubs, 
helmets,  ammo,  etc.  Two  courses  for  riot  control  were  attended  by 
this  group.  They  also  worked  football  games,  Halloween  and  manned 
the  desk  during  the  summer. 

The  lOKW  generator  in  the  Town  Hall  basement  is  now  operating 
and  will  also  be  hooked  into  the  Municipal  office  building.  This  will 
furnish  power  for  the  Emergency  Operations  Center  and  Town  offices 
in  an  emergency. 

Several  tests  were  observed  in  connection  with  the  State  and 
National  nets  and  were  quite  successful. 

Antennas  were  installed  in  the  Town  Hall  for  two  radio  sets  in 
cooperation  with  the  County.  These  will  give  coverage  for  the  entire 
State  and  County. 

First  Aid  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  ambulance  which  will 
cover  many  cases  of  emergency  types  of  accidents. 

Plans  were  made  to  apply  for  matching  funds  for  administration 
and  have  been  approved  by  Region  One.  This  will  cover  a  part  time 
clerk  who  will  keep  the  EOC  papers  and  manuals  in  order  and  also 
take  care  of  certain  calls  and  tests.  It  will  also  cover  phone  and  office 
expenses  on  a  matching  fund  basis. 

It  is  expected  that  a  stepped  up  operation  on  a  National  level  will 
bring  officials  to  Town  to  investigate  more  fallout  shelters  and  try  to 
find  spots  which  can  be  utilized  as  such.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


During  1965  the  Planning  Board  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  that  a  Zoning  Ordinance  be  presented  at  Town  Meeting. 
This  was  done  and  the  Zoning  Ordinance  was  passed.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  appointed  a  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  this  Board 
has  been  operating  effectively  during  the  past  year. 

The  principal  work  which  the  Planning  Board  has  undertaken 
during  1965  is  close  coordination  and  liaison  with  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment.  They  have  also  been  engaged  in  informal  discussions 
with  various  citizens  reference  interpretations  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
which  was  passed  at  Town  Meeting  1965. 

The  Planning  Board  has  met  several  times  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  discuss  the  proposed  water  works  improvement  program, 
and  has  indicated  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that: 

"The  Planning  Board  of  Newport,  N.  H.,  urges  the  Newport  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Newport  to  immediately 
implement  the  recommendations  of  the  June,  1965  Camp,  Dresser  and 
McKee  report  concerning  the  repair  and  extension  of  the  municipal 
water  system. 

"The  industrial  growth  of  the  community  depends  in  large  part  on 
immediate  and  thorough  revitalizing  of  municipal  water  supplies.  The 
residential  growth  is  similarly  dependent.  The  attraction  the  town  now 
has,  and  will  have  in  the  future,  for  seasonal  residents  also  hinges  on 
adequate  water  supplies  guaranteed  during  future  years  and  future 
droughts."

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1965, 
are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $16,970.39,

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  support- 
ing invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  com- 
parison with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's 
records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments 
were  also  verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  delinquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed 
taxes  and  Water  and  Sewer  Department  accounts  receivable,  as  indi- 
cated in  this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may 
be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities) 
decreased  by  $19,759.92,  from  $35,756.33  to  $15,996.41  in  1965  as  shown 
herewith:

On  two  occasions  during  1965  application  was  made  to  the  Tax 
Commission  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the  Budget 
Committee,  to  exceed  budgetary  appropriations. 

On  April  13,  1965  a  certificate  of  emergency  was  issued  by  the 
Tax  Commission  authorizing  the  expenditures  of  $550.00  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation  for  "Town  Officers  Salaries." 

On  July  8,  1965  a  certificate  of  emergency  was  issued  by  the 
Commission  authorizing  the  expenditures  of  $10,000.00  in  excess  of  the 
"Water  Department"  appropriation. 

An  overdraft  of  $4,704.19  in  the  "Overlay"  account  was  also  in- 
cluded in  the  total  appropriation  overdraft.  It  may  be  stated  that 
actually  "Overlay"  is  not  an  appropriation  account,  but  rather  a  sum 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  provide  for  tax  discounts  and 
abatements. 

It  is  also  noted  that  the  appropriation  for  "Payments  on  the  Prin- 
cipal of  Debt"  was  overdrawn  by  $2,000.00,  on  account  of  insufficient 
budgetary  provision  for  this  account. 

Thus  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  stayed  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  while  incurring  a  net  over- 
draft of  appropriations  of  $16,970.39,  as  shown  herewith:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

Some  of  the  significant  features  of  this  school  year  include: 

1.  Schools  opened  in  September  with  an  all-time  high  of  1,458 
students  enrolled. 

2.  A  successful  seven  week  Head  Start  Program  for  35  pre-school 
youngsters  was  conducted  under  a  $6,990.  federal  grant  (of  which 
$3,075.16  was  returned). 

3.  Continuation  of  the  study  with  Croydon  toward  establishment 
of  an  AREA  school  set-up.  (If  this  plan  materializes  it  could  result 
in  an  additional  10%  in  State  School  Building  Aid  for  the  Junior-Senior 
High  building.) 

4.  Participation  in  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act 
of  1965. 

a.  TITLE  I  - 

$19,754.30  was  accepted  at  a  Special  School  District  Meeting  on 
February  7,  1966  as  the  amount  available  to  Newport  for  use  in 
special  programs  for  "educationally  deprived"  students.  Pro- 
jects have  recently  been  started  at  both  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  levels  aimed  primarily  at  improving  reading  skills. 
These  funds  will  also  permit  the  purchase  of  substantial  quan- 
tities of  audio-visual  equipment. 

b.  TITLE  II  . 

$2,563.20  was  Newport's  allotment  out  of  a  total  of  $4,276.80  for 
the  Supervisory  Union  for  library  and  other  instructional 
materials. 

Funds  from  both  Titles  under  this  Act  are  out-right  grants  and 
do  not  require  matching  funds  by  the  District. 

5.  Progress  of  School  Plant  Expansion: 

a.  March  6,  1965  - 

The  Annual  District  Meeting  accepted  the  recommendations  of 
the  School  Study  Committee,  voted  to  authorize  the  addition  of 
a  high  school  unit  to  the  Junior  High  building,  and  passed  a 
$695,000,  bond  issue  by  the  count  of  379  to  52. 
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b.  March  15,  1965  - 

Irving  W.  Hersey  Associates  of  Durham,  N.  H.  were  engaged  as 
architects  for  the  new  building  and  were  authorized  to  proceed 
on  final  v/orking  drawings. 

c.  April  16,  1965  ■ 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Boston  was  named  as  authenticating 
agents  for  the  $695,000.  bond  issue. 

d.  May  17,  1965  - 

Application  for  $140,000.  was  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  funds  under  the  Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963. 

e.  July  8,  1965  - 

$695,000.  -  20-year  School  Bond  Issue  was  sold  to  W.  E.  Hutton 
&  Co.  et  al  at  an  interest  rate  of  3.3%. 

f.  August  10,  1965  - 

$140,000.  in  federal  funds  was  granted  the  Newport  School  Dis- 
trict by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  to  provide 
for  an  expansion  of  the  vocational  education  program. 

g.  September  22,  1965  - 

Douglas  E.  Page  of  Claremont  was  the  lowest  of  four  bidders  on 
the  construction  of  the  new  building. 

h.  September  1966  - 

Target  date  for  occupancy  of  6-year  Junior-Senior  High  School 
plant. 


CONCLUSION 

The  interest,  activity,  and  financial  support  given  the  schools  by 
the  citizens  of  Newport  is  deeply  appreciated  by  those  of  us  who  have 
had  a  part  in  formulating  the  program  to  up-grade  the  system.  Your 
confidence  carries  with  it  a  responsibility  on  our  part  to  get  results. 
Your  suggestions,  comments,  and  criticisms  are  genuinely  solicited. 
We  need  them  to  properly  do  our  job  —  educating  your  children.

Dear  Mr.  Flint: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  as  principal  of  the  secondary 
schools  in  Newport  which  includes  Towle  High  School  and  Newport 
Junior  High  School. 

This  past  year  we  have  been  waiting  in  anticipation  for  the  new 
addition  to  be  completed  at  the  Newport  Junior  High  School  site.  We 
have  made  very  few  changes  in  our  school  program.  We  expect  many 
important  and  necessary  changes  in  our  program  when  we  move  into 
the  new  addition. 

We  had  several  changes  in  our  faculty,  particularly  at  the  Newport 
Junior  High  School.  We  expect  to  have  a  normal  turnover  of  teachers 
each  year,  but  the  turnover  this  year  was  above  normal.  A  large 
change  in  any  faculty  creates  a  hardship  on  the  administration,  the 
faculty  and  most  important  of  all  on  the  students.  A  large  faculty 
turnover  also  creates  a  particular  hardship  on  the  new  replacements. 
Ofter  they  do  not  receive  the  necessary  help  nor  the  proper  supervision. 

We  were  fortunate  to  obtain  several  very  good  beginning  teachers. 
Most  of  them  will  become  outstanding  classroom  teachers.  I  hope  we 
can  keep  them  on  our  faculty  for  several  years. 

The  assistant  principals  have  taken  on  the  additional  roles  of  cur- 
ricula department  heads.  This  has  been  done  on  a  grade  seven  to 
twelve  basis  in  the  English  and  social  studies  areas.  The  function  of 
the  department  heads,  who  are  specialists  in  their  areas,  is  to  supervise 
and  coordinate  the  teachers  and  curriculum  in  their  respective  areas. 

In  the  athletic  department,  we  have  added  cross-country  to  our 
interscholastic  athletic  program  at  Towle  High  School.  At  the  junior 
high,   in  addition  to  the  regular  intramural  basketball  program,  we 
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have  instituted  an  interscholastic  basketball  team  for  boys  in  grades 
seven  and  eight. 

Each  year  there  are  several  student  banquets  which  should  be 
mentioned  because  of  their  excellent  effect  on  our  students.  The 
Newport  Lions  and  Rotary  Clubs  sponsor  the  Annual  All  Sports  Banquet 
for  boys  involved  in  athletics.  The  Newport  Booster  Club  sponsors 
each  year  the  Girls'  Sports  Banquet.  The  Parent,  Teacher  and  Friends 
Club  sponsored  an  Honors  Banquet  for  the  first  time  this  past  year. 
The  purpose  of  this  banquet  was  to  give  proper  recognition  to  honor 
roll  students  for  their  outstanding  academic  performance. 

The  students  and  the  teachers  appreciate  the  active  interest  of 
these  organizations  in  our  school  program. 

The  class  of  1965  had  fifty  members  who  continued  their  education 
beyond  high  school.  Of  these  students  at  least  eighteen  received  some 
kind  of  financial  aid.  Several  organizations  and  individual  people  made 
this  possible.    Some  of  these  include: 

The  Newport  Alumni  Association  which  sponsored  the  Dollars  for 
Scholars  Program; 

The  Newport  Teachers'  Association  who,  after  this  year,  will  have 
given  close  to  $3500.00  in  scholarship  gifts  during  the  past  eight  years; 

The  Newport  Rotary  Club  which  sponsors  the  Newport  Education 
Opportunities  Fund; 

The  Newport  High  School  Student  Loan  Fund. 

To  my  knowledge  no  student  at  Towle  was  prevented  from  con- 
tinuing his  education  due  to  financial  reasons.  Newport  should  be 
proud  of  this  accomplishment.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Richards  School. 

School  enrollment  continues  to  increase.  With  this  upward  trend 
continuing,  it  becomes  obvious  that  crowded  rooms  and  the  lack  of 
adequate  facilities  will  place  definite  handicaps  on  pupils  and  faculty. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  information  that  would  be 
important  for  parents  and  citizens  to  know: 

1.  New  books  are  continually  being  added  to  the  Richards  School 
Central  Library.  I  should  like  to  speak  for  the  hundreds  of  youngsters 
in  our  building  and  say  "thanks  a  million"  to  the  mother  volunteers  for 
donating  their  time  to  supervise  the  library. 

2.  Homogeneous  grouping  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a  simi- 
lar level  of  achievement)  has  been  continued  in  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th 
grades  primarily  in  Reading,  Mathematics,  and  Language. 

3.  The  School  Counceling  Service  with  Dr.  C.  N.  Allen,  Psycholo- 
gist, has  continued  on  an  every  third  week  basis. 

4.  For  the  eighth  consecutive  year  Richards  School  has  partici- 
pated in  the  annual  Union  Leader  New  Hampshire  State  Spelling  Bee. 

5.  The  seventh  annual  Grade  Glimpses  Program  was  jointly  held 
with  the  Primary  School  for  the  first  time  and  because  of  its  success 
was  performed  on  two  nights. 

6.  Fire  drills  are  held  at  least  once  a  month  and  twice  a  month 
during  warm  weather.  Children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  building 
have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills. 

7.  During  the  morning  recess  all  children  participate  in  organized 
games  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher. 

8.  Educational  television  in  Science  and  Our  New  Hampshire  has 
continued  as  an  aid  to  teaching. 

9.  Newport's  amazingly  successful  summer  Head  Start  Develop- 
ment Center  for  33  children  was  located  in  the  Richards  School. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  citizens,  faculty,  school  nurse,  pupils, 
custodians  and  other  school  personnel  who  have  given  me  support  and 
cooperation  to  make  this  a  successful  school  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Guidance  Counselor  of  Towle 
High  School. 

I  have  seen  the  formal  guidance  program  of  the  Newport  Secondary 
Schools  develop  to  the  point  that  it  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the 
total  educational  process.  The  challenges  that  the  program  faces  today 
are  greater  than  ever  before.  The  counselor's  best  tool  is  the  individual 
conference  which  he  uses  to  the  fullest  extent.  He  would  meet  with 
each  student  at  least  twice  during  the  year  and  with  many  students 
several  times  more  than  that. 

Young  people  cannot  afford  to  waste  their  talents  by  failing  to 
aim  for  high  goals,  avoiding  decisions,  or  not  taking  full  advantage  of 
available  opportunities.  It  is  not  easy  for  fifteen,  sixteen,  or  seventeen 
year  old  youngsters  to  make  proper  choices  from  the  number  of  course 
offerings  presented  to  them.  It  is  even  more  difficult  for  them  to 
realize  that  their  decisions  today  will  promote  or  restrict  them  later  on 
in  life. 

A  youngster's  juvenile  interests  sometimes  prevent  him  from  in- 
vesting his  energy  in  dealing  with  reality.  He  has  his  friends  to  think 
about.  It  is  hard  not  going  along  with  the  crowd.  He  doesn't  project 
himself  sufficiently  into  the  future  world  of  work  to  translate  his 
interests  into  a  vocational  direction.  The  national  college  dropout 
average  of  fifty  per  cent  over  the  typical  four  year  program  sadly 
emphasizes  this  point. 

He  is  bewildered  about  himself  and  his  future.  He  has  to  face  the 
firing  line  of  competition  in  the  form  of  difficult  entrance  exams, 
Selective  Service  obligations,  spiraling  educational  costs,  and  demands 
for  skilled  employees.  He  is  almost  convinced  that  failure  and  its 
consequences  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  He  needs  genuine  adult  con- 
cern, assured  confidence  and  positive  influence  during  this  time  of 
transformation  from  youngster  to  adult. 
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Young  people  are  facing  a  world  of  technological  change.  Our 
country  has  a  high  standard  of  living  and  a  society  rich  with  oppor- 
tunities but  the  demands  on  its  people  are  much  greater.  The  need 
for  higher  training  through  education  is  much  greater.  Employers  no 
longer  desire  to  train  workers  on  the  job.  Sophisticated  machines  are 
replacing  manual  labor  faster  than  we  are  willing  to  believe.  Our 
young  people  must  prepare  themselves  for  this  change  in  order  to  lead 
healthy,  active,  and  productive  lives. 

The  counselor  has  a  role  in  all  of  this  and  is  humble  when  he 
thinks  of  all  the  tasks  that  these  needs  motivate,  but  the  challenge  is 
accepted  and  the  work  is  continued. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  made  this  a  successful  school  year.

Subject:  Guidance  -  1965-66 

This  report  of  guidance  activity  at  the  Newport  Junior  High  School 
relates  to  the  first  half  of  the  school-year  1965-66. 

All  students,  grades  7-9,  have  had  at  least  one  individual  interview 
in  the  guidance  office.    The  initial  interviews  covered  four  points: 

1.  A  check  on  the  student  cumulative  record  for  possible  personnel 
data  changes. 

2.  To  discuss  the  student's  present  school  progress  and  attitudes. 

3.  To  discuss  possible  vocational  or  educational  goals. 

4.  To  acquaint  the  student  with  the  informational  and  counseling 
services  that  are  available.  Several  interesting  generalizations  have 
come  to  light  following  five-hundred  individual  conferences.  More  than 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  students  in  grades  eight  and  nine  have  at  least 
tentative  educational  or  occupational  goals  as  compared  to  ten  per  cent 
in  grade  seven.  There  is  substantial  indication  that  student  attitudes, 
adjustment  and  achievement  improve  concurrently  or  as  a  result  of  the 
development  of  an  educational  or  occupational  choice.  The  most  valu- 
able product  of  our  junior  high  guidance  program  seems  to  be  the 
assistance  in  developing  attitudes  of  self-reliance,  self-esteem  and  other 
feelings  of  personal  adequacy.  A  close  second  would  be  help  in  forma- 
tion of  study  habits  and  school  attitudes. 

The  number  of  students  who  are  coming  to  the  guidance  office 
and  the  calibre  of  information  which  they  request  indicates  an  accept- 
ance of  our  guidance  program  and  a  progression  in  its  value. 

It  is  disappointing  that  the  number  of  direct  contacts  with  parents 
has  not  exceeded  thirty  in  number.  However,  the  parental  interest 
seems  to  increase  as  the  students  become  more  familiar  with  the 
guidance  program. 

As  the  program  becomes  more  efficient  it  should  be  able  to  be 
much  more  valuable  to  the  students  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  the 
administration  for  evaluation  and  research. 
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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


The  1965  Summer  School  Program  for  the  supervisory  union  was 
attended  by  over  sixty  youngsters  who  enrolled  in  the  remedial  reading 
classes  for  grades  1  through  7,  remedial  mathematics  for  grades  1 
through  8,  and  personal  typing  for  grades  6  through  11.  While  this 
program  was  a  seH-supporting  one  as  in  other  years,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  1966  summer  classes  can  be  expanded  to  include  more  participants 
and  at  least  partially  supported  by  funds  which  might  become  available 
from  federal  sources. 

The  Adult  Education  program  continued  with  the  Art  and  Oil 
Painting  course  this  year  by  Mrs.  Gary  Milek  of  Goshen.  Another  adult 
offering  included  a  course  in  "Modern  Mathematics"  taught  by  Mr. 
Nelson  Aldrich,  math  instructor  at  Sunapee  Central  School.  The  pro- 
cedure for  these  course  offerings  has  been  by  popular  request;  an 
interest  by  ten  or  more  members  has  usually  been  sufficient  to  estab- 
lish a  course.  Past  offerings  have  included  bookkeeping,  typing,  sew- 
ing, woodworking,   and  English  composition. 

Once  again  we  were  pleased  to  offer  an  avdanced  science  course  to 
high  school  juniors  and  seniors  selected  by  the  science  and  guidance 
departments.  Mr.  Clayton  E.  Fisher  of  New  London  again  presented 
"Chemicals  That  Live"  —  a  study  of  the  nature  and  behavior  of  some 
substances  that  make  up  living  bodies.  The  students  attending  this 
once-a-week  evening  course  did  so  primarily  for  personal  enrichment 
and  a  desire  for  increased  knowledge,  rather  than  for  any  additional 
credits  which  might  have  been  gained. 

For  the  first  time,  an  advanced  course  in  Art  and  Oil  Painting  was 
offered  to  high  school  students,  selected  by  Mr.  Ronald  Wyman  who 
also  taught  this  once-a-week  evening  course. 

The  elementary  school  curriculum  continues  to  be  up-dated  in 
terms  of  newer  materials  and  methods.    This  has  been  true  particularly 

in  the  areas  of  mathematics,  reading,  science,  and  now  the  social 
studies.  Of  possible  significance  in  this  area  is  the  Keene  State  Col- 
lege extension  course  in  "Curriculum  Development"  being  offered  for 
teachers  throughout  this  area,  and  to  be  held  at  the  Newport  Junior 
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High  School  during  the  second  semester.  This  course  was  prompted 
by  a  felt  need  to  strengthen  and  revise  the  social  studies  curriculum 
and  promises  to  give  support  for  further  study  and  improvement  of 
instruction. 

The  success  of  the  HEAD  START  summer  program  of  1965  was 
seen  at  the  first  graders  enrolled  in  September.  Their  general  matur- 
ity, social  adjustment,  and  readiness  for  formal  school  experiences 
were  in  evidence.  This  summer,  a  similar  program  is  being  planned  at 
the  County  level.  It  is  anticipated  that  two  or  three  classrooms  of  pre- 
school youngsters  will  be  set  up  here  in  Newport. 

The  intermediate  grade  students  of  this  area  were  privileged  to 
attend  a  lecture  and  demonstration  by  the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA).  This  provided  an  interesting  and  in- 
formative program  on  the  nature  and  purpose  of  this  country's  space 
efforts  to  date.  Selected  classroom  visits  were  made  by  members  of 
the  demonstration  team. 

With  the  coming  of  Public  Law  89-10  and  the  acceptance  of  federal 
funds,  greater  attention  will  be  given  to  the  "educationally  deprived" 
youngsters  in  our  classrooms.  Through  added  personnel,  use  of  new 
and  specialized  materials  and  equipment,  and  greater  personal  attention 
to  these  children,  it  is  hoped  that  improved  performance  —  academi- 
cally, socially,  and  emotionally  —  can  be  realized. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion of  all  school  personnel  and  other  citizens  who  have  helped 
strengthen  the  total  educational  program  in  this  community.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District,  in  the  Town  of  Newport,  in 
the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to 
vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Armory  on  Belknap  Avenue 
in  said  District  on  the  fifth  day  of  March  1966  at  1  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon to  act  upon  the  Articles  set  forth  in  this  warrant.  Articles  1,  2,  3, 
4,  and  5  of  this  Warrant  covering  the  election  of  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Member  of  the  School  Board,  and  Auditors,  will  be  acted 
upon  at  1  o'clock  p.m.  and  voting  will  be  by  official  ballot  and  check 
lists  and  the  polls  will  remain  open  for  this  purpose  from  1  o'clock  p.m. 
until  at  least  3  o'clock  p.m.  At  2  o'clock  p.m.  the  remaining  Articles 
will  be  acted  upon. 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

Article  5.  To  choose  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Two  or  more.) 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  School  District  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.
